Dr. Tossey, Antioch, Aids in Experiment to Learn 
Whether Immunized Milk Will Prevent Hay Fever 



Dr. Carroll P. Tossey, veterinar-

the American Mutual Liability Insurance Company. 
discourtesy or lack of consideration for. the rights 
of others now ranks among the most serious driving 
faults. It often surpasses lack of driving skill, ex- 
perience, or judgment as the underlying . cause of an 
, accident. These discourteous acts may show up on 
police and fatality records, as "speeding," "passing 
on hills and curves," "running stop signs." "jump- 
ing lights," "hogging the road," and .numerous simi- 
lar violations of good driving practice. But hidden 
though it may be, the basic cause is there. Clues 
as to its .presence arc found in the tangled metal and 
bloody debris of auto wrecks from coast to coast. 

This country now has more than 78 million 
registered motor vehicle drivers sharing the road 
. with each other in what is often bumper to bumper 
traffic. Cars and drivers are increasing at an an- 
nual rate much faster than additional highway space 
to accommodate them. This means that drivers must 
learn to curb their competitive Instincts in traffic 
and .develop new concepts of patience and tolerance. 
Failing this, ways must be found to rule the aggressive, 
the competitive, the discourteous driver off the road. 

The latter measure may prove difficult. Cour- 
tesy is a product of the spirirt which in itself cannot 
be enforced by law. It must spring from within the 
individual -himself. For him 4o understand his inborn 
competitive tendencies' and how they affect his be- 
havior in traffic is- a- progressive step toward achiev- 
ing courtesy — and safety. * 

Sources of Monopoly Power 

There is a good chance that Congress will pass 
laws, perhaps in the form of amendments to the Taft- 
Hartley Act, designed to safeguard union welfare 
funds; to control use of dues money for political 
purposes; to give the rank-and-file a more effective 
voice in ' union affairs, and ■' to bring about certain 
other reforms. 

•Important and needed as such laws are, tfhey 
don't go to the root of the matter. .Union monopoly 
power stems from two sources. One is the unions' 
exemption from the anti-trust laws. The other is 
compulsory unionism — that is, the union shop, under 
which a man who doesn't join and pay dues can't 
work at- -his- trader- -The only cdjre here is the right- 
to- wprk law.

Congressional- "deals" have long been common- 
place. In effect, legislators trade votes in order to 
get pet measures through. And sometimes this 
stratagem can have a far-reaching significance. 

Butte, Montana, Standard carries a piece' by 



Fulton Lewis, Jr, which describes such a case. Dur- 
ing the Jast [Congress a deal was made whereby con- 
servative Southern Senators agreed to support con- 
struction of a federal power dam at Hell's Canyon 
in return for concessions by certain Northern Sena- 
tors oh civil rights legislation. Mr. Lewis quotes 
Senator Mundt of South Dakota as saying: '*You 
Southerners get very vocal and enthusiastic about 
states' rights, ^whenJiyou*re applying them' to your 
racial problems and the other matters in which you 
find state's rights are convenient. But in order to 
preserve (them in these cases; you sell them out -when 
it comes to public power." - , 

Senator Mundt then got right down to cases, 
As -Mr, tLewlSr puts' it: "He '(then ji<M them that if 
the government gets established in hydro-electric 
and atomic electric power: production on a national- 
ized basis, 'it/ won't be 15 minutes before they take 
over you and your oil and gas, and that's the. end

In 'other words, if we agree to surrender other* 
people's rights in order fq advance our special in- 
terests, our own rights are likely to go on the block

Power of the Press 

A Jeading association of retailers recently held 
a convention. And one of the highlights developed, 
according to an Editor & Publisher account, Is that 
"Newspapers remain tops among retailers as the prime 
implement for moving goods." 

That speaks well 'for -the power, prestige and . 
durability . of the press, in this era when all manner of ., 
media are scrapping • for a share in the advertising 
dollar. The printed word, in * regularly-issued' peri-* 
odicals, has not lost Its magic.

A Vested Interest 

Sixteen billion, four hundred million dollars of 
the administration's $73.0 bililon budget for fiscal 
1959 is for "benefits" of various kinds. A -mere $2.5 
billion is budgeted for general government. If there 
is to be any significant economizing it will have to 
come out of this $16.4 billion of "benefits." The 
big rub is that once benefits are granted they appar- 
ently can never be cut back substantially. Big gov- 
ernment is a one-way street because more and more 
people have an economic stake in keeping it big. . ' 

A classic example is the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, a wholly owned government corporation cre- 
ated in 1933 primarily to control floods and improve 
the navigability of the Tennessee River. The tax- 
payer's Investment in TV A now stands at better than 
$2 billion. By 1962 the total investment is expected 
to reach $3.6 billion of which $3 billion, or 80 per 
cent will be in the commercial electric power busi- 
ness. Industries and businesses, homes and farms in 
the TVA region are now geared to tax-exempt, tax- 
subsidized TVA power. They have a direct stake in 
the perpetuation of this particular phase of big gov- 
ernment which serves privileged customers at the 
expense of all taxpayers-r-what amounts to a vested 
interest. Proposals are now before, Congress which 
would authorize TVA to finance itself without con- 
gressional appropriations or approval. If such pro- 
posals are adopted, TVA will come of age. It .will be 
able to extend its tax-exempt activities at- will, over- 
running- and absorbing any taxpaying electric com- 
pany in its path. Ultimately it may supply other 
services or commodities "at cost." 

The Tennessee Valley Authority .is a national 
problem. It reveals how little governments become 
big governments, which ultimately destroy private 
ownership of property and^..political . liberty— and 
how this growth goes oh almost unnoticed by the 
public at large. 

The issue posed by TVA is not who shall fur- 
nish the country electricity, but what kind- of gov- 
ernment we wish to have. . Representative govern- 
ment is not compatible with a centralized bureau- 
cracy in which millions of people have a stake in the 
"benefits" which that bureaucracy doles out.

Chicago Food Market Feb. 11-22 

CHICAGO— Fish, with exception 
of tuna, and eggs that figure prom- 
inently in Lenten menu planning 
are generally speaking shorter sup- 
plied and slightly higher. priced as 
compared with last year, but not to 
alarming proportions in terms of 
total food supplies and prices. Fresh 
produce also qualifies abundantly 
in this pattern. 

Other non-meat foods for the most 
part are! well . supplied, mostly 
steady pricewise and are receiving 
seasonal retail promotion attention. 

Meanwhile*, the University of Illi- 
nois consumer service weekly sur- 
vey of food supplies and prices 
shows: Red meats advancing slight- 
ly at wholesale, -without reflecting 
In terms of retail advances. Fryers 
taking more of an increase than 
turkeys in poultry, lines. EJggs ad- 
vancing as predicted. Considerable 
demand for processed fruits . and 
vegetables, In light of the fresh 
produce problems, without any in- 
creases in cost being apparent as yet. 

Value selectivity is relatively 



good this week. More money sav- 
ing opportunities are found in tur- 
key, beef rib roasts, chuck roasts 
and steaks; pork chops and bacon, 
and -lamb roasts, all at last week's 
retail costs; In addition to turkey, 
also add fryers and ducks. Grocery 
values include tuna fish; peas, pears 
and peaches, Fresh produce values 
include principally cauliflower, let- 
tuce, carrots and broccoli, .and 
grapes, grapefruit and apples. 

The beef -market currently is 
dominated by eastern buyers shop- 
ping the heavier weights, leaving 
abundant lighter weight, less fin- 
ished animals in Chicago to set up 
the beet r values: and. prevailing 



prices. Porkers are a little shorter 
supplied but not enough to change 
market tone levels of a week ago, 
bating chops and bacon on the value 
list. 

Food processors who use eggs to 
an important degree are heavily 
into the "breaking market" — 
cracked and lower grades— which 
coupled with current supplies and 
increasing fresh market demand

Any issuance of 
bonds for land, purchase without 
referendum would not cause a sep- 
arate tax or ah increase in taxing 
power since this is expressly im- 
plied by statute." 

Hultman also' pointed out that 
the district could issue bonds for 
purposes' other than the purchase 
of land, and for the purchase of 
land after acquiring 50,000 acres, 
only by referendum.

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Two hundred representatives from 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa and Min- 
nesota statewide taxpayer associa- 
tions, at a regional meeting in Ra- 
cine, Wisconsin on Lincoln's birth- 
day, called for immediate Federal 
tax cuts while retaining the present 

ceiling. 

Heading the delegation from the 
Taxpayers' Federation of Illinois, 
were G. Murray Campbell, chair- 
man of the board of trustees; Mau- 
rice W. Scott, executive secretary; 
and J. Herbert Eichelberger, assist- 
ant to the president. 

Preservation of our economic 
strength is essential to over-all na- 
tional security, the delegates said in 
support of tax cut pleas, pointing 
out the "precariously" balanced 
$73.9 billion budget for next year 
represents the second successive rec- 
ord peace-time budget, and the 
heaviest Federal tax burden in his- 
tory. "Cut back civilian and non- 
essential spending in the department 
of defense to a level which will 
guarantee a safely balanced Federal 
budget and permit tax reduction in 
this session of Congress," they 

. urged. 

John W.' Brynes, Congressman 
from Green Bay, Wis., warned that 
lifting the debt ceiling from $275 
billion to $280 billion was danger- 
ous.. He said that the statutory 
debt limitation serves as a "re- 
straint" on Federal spending. 

Herbert J. Miller, Washington, D. 
C, Executive Director of the Tax 
Foundation served as a panel dis- 
cussion leader, and pointed out that 
few persons realized Federal tax 
rates are "still very close to, and 
in some cases even higher!' than, the 
peak rates of World War II. 

Unanimously passed were reso- 
lutions deploring the recent action 
taken by the House of Representa- 
tives in raising the debt limit by 
$5 billion, and asking Congress to 
recognize education as a state-local 
responsibility. The delegates were 
strong for essential spending for 
defense purposes; They were just 
as strong in the realization that 
there are no gimmicks to force Con- 
gress to economize. Congress just 
has to say "NO" to some of the non- 
essential spending proposals.

Cuban Curiosities Added 
To Institute Collection 

WASHINGTON -r Lizards appar- 
ently immune to bullets, bat-crush-; 
ing shakes, .pigmy boa constrictors; : 
frogs, that. never are poly wogs, and 
frogs less than a third of an inch 
long are -among the curiosities of 
reptile and amphibian life recently 
collected in Cuba for the Smith- 
sonian Institution 1 by David Hardy, 
a graduate student of the Univer- 
sity of Maryland, 

Most curious of the lot are the 
"bulletproof" lizards. They are 
large iguanas, 3 to- 4 -feet, long,. 
with a curious resemblance to 
anttdiluvian monsters. Mr. Hardy ' 
found them In limestone outcrop- 
pings and on sandy islands along 
the Cuban coast. 

"You just can't kill them with 
bullets," he says. Over and over 
again he has hit them with a .22 
rifle ."'When shot, he says, they turn 
over on their backs and lie still, 
but when approached the appar- 
ently dead reptile suddenly "conies 
to life again," gets on its feet with 
marve lous speed, and disappears 
"down a hole.
